On July 2, of: Last year, far from his Toneaad: ee ‘$ret f 
his people and party, deprived of the chance to make "his last statement; 
one of the greatest personalities in the international working movement, 
the renowned puot aa fighter Georgi Dimitrov died in a sanitarium 
near Moscow.- The news of his death was a great shock to the Bulgarian 
people as well'as to the entire democratic world, causing alsrm and- 
bad premonitions, After Dimitrov's death. great tension prevailed 
throughout Bulgaria becauss everY fonest Bulrarian was concemned about | 
his future andthe future of ‘his: suffering’ homeland, The 

Subgarian people, full of the bitter experience of foreign. intrusion 
felt that the sudden Aeath. of. Dimitrov, following the accusation of 
Yugoslav. leaders, was an cminous - siren of an incre asingly 
deteriorsting situaeion in 3ulgeria. That is why Julgaria wes deeply 
erieved over the death of its sreat son, prrieved over its fleeting 
hope for a freer and happier Life, expecte d eevee the liberation - 
from fascism, 


And in. fa Let, hhavine seo off the fascist yoke, on September 
9, LC a the. bulge wrian neople were ebulientvover the new social set-up 
and the new idea on how to live. By throwing over the monarchist . 
dictatorship, all imperial influence from abroad was condemned and 
shaken off and war was declared against great: Bulgarian chauvinism 
and great Bulsarian iceology. Fraternal solidarity with the Yugo- 
slav and other neighboring peoples was proclaimed, creating the 
possibility for pea .ceful CoOpe rau in in the Balkans. 


These new démoerntic prospectives for Sule aria were inex ticasiy: 
intertwined with the name of Dimitrov, . The life of this heroic Hes 
was dedicated and filled with the constant and difficult struggles 
toward the pee aSUS eon sone such perspectives, 


-Upon nts seein te Rulraria in 1945, after having spent a con- 
siderable number of years doing revolutiona ary work outside of: his 
country., Dimitrov found Bulfaria in am acute internal and international | 
Situation. As a result of the pro- -German fascist policy of the palace 
and its governments which tied Bulgaria with the agpressor and trans- 
formed | its army into a Balkan police force, and, on the other hand, 

ecnuse of the inablity of the Bulgarian CE leadership to take 
advantage of the possibilities to organize the Peoples struggle : 
against fascist dictatorship because of its short-sighted policies, | 
Bulgaria came out-of the last war as an abhoned German.satellite, . 
with the destroyed.economy, with ‘an untouched fascist state and military. 
pe pene ge and a strong internal reactionary élement. 


Lt was.in such a. situation that Dimitrov accepted ‘the task 
Of leading his people on the road to salvation. ‘Devoted to the 
principles. of Marxism-Leninism and consistant with the. interests’ and 
desires of the Julrarian people, Dimitrov saw the only way out. of this 
situation in a full democratization of ‘Dulparia and through the close 


cooperation with the Fr2Y, through the’ brotherhood: and unity with the 
liberated. Yusoslav peoples. On’ December 31, 1944; Dimitrov said the 
following in his’ New Year's greetings: "Of course, the road: ahead of 


us is difficult, - thorny, but only that road is the way. to: salvation, 
Only on this road. can. we achieve real freedom, independenée anc benefit. 
for our people, That road also leads toward the: fulfillment of such - 

a Slav brotherhood between the sulrarians, Serbs, Croatians, Slovenes, 
Macedonians and Montenecerins, which will forever’ prevent that harmful 
chauvinist antagonism from appearing, which will paralyze foreign 
imperialist intrigues anc will secure the full blossoming of all the 
South Slav peoples.

The new development in 2ulgaria commenced on this road which

_ the leadership of Dimitrov, “ulraria participated in the war arainst 
Hitler's Germany, ‘after its liberation, and it jointed the sentencing 
of war criminals and, after the signing of the peace treaty it was 
proclaimed a peoples "republic. After this the transformation of the 
-entire state, economic an“ cultural life of the country began, - 


Dimitrov was the first to approve of the CPY's initiative for 
cooperation and. mutual aid between the two countries; he underscored 
the necessity of applying CPY revolutionary experience in Bulgarta,- 
Tris was a normal process’not only becaluuse of the similarity between 
these two brother nations, but also because the Yugoslav people, led 


'.by Marshal Tito, developed their revolutionary struggle on a large 


scale and executed a socialist revolution concomitantly with their 
“national liberation, ven fCurinrs the war the Yugoslav peoples destroyed 
completely the old bourgeois state anc in the flame of battle built 

‘the new type of Peoples Democratic state. The tremencous sympathy 

of the Bulgarian people toward the powerful Tito partisan movement 
‘strengthened also because of the solidarity which the Yugoslav govern- 
ment afforded both in the defence of Sulgarian affairs during the peace 
negotiations and the forgiving of reparations and in the comradely 

help which was given @urins: the solution of many <ifficulties facing 

the new government in ~ulraria. i. ; 


In the summer of 1947, Dimitrov visited Yuroslavia at which 
time he overtly and without reserve expressed his exhilaration: 
over the new socialist achievements in Yuroslavia. After that the 
Dulgarian people warmly received the Yue -oslav sovernments deleration 
led by Marshal Tito. On that occasion the Zulrarian pebple expressed 
their warm love toward New Yugoslavia. Camrace Tito stated the 
following. in Sofia; ‘We shall share both sood and bad in the future”. 


-.-The broad masses realized the benevolenct results and benefit 
-from brotherly. cooperation and the question of federation was not far 
off, In this connection Dimitrov stated: "fhe siened asreement be- 
tween Yugoslavia anc Julcaria is not a piece of paper that the wind 
can blow Away; in the future, the territory from Bled to Evksinosrad 
will be will de a single unit," ; Dot . 


‘However, Dimitrov ran into serious difficulties and obstacles 
qn this connection. The obstacles emanated principally from the USSR 
and the bolshevik party leacers as wall as from the mistakes of a 
segment of the CP igaria leadership. Even before the Cominform 
resolution "Pravdall ffs "disacreement" in connection with Bimitrov's 
- statement on the necessity of a Balkan federation made to newsmen 
on January 18,.1948, This was a blow to Dimitrov which. forecasts 
the unsocialist evil intentions: of the Soviet policy toward bulgaria 
and future federation relations, above all, between two South Slav 
countries. Simultaneously, Moscow planned’ on the formation of such 
qa federation as would be under their control and which would result in 
the subordination of Communist parties, especially the well organized 
CPY, All this was cone in order to impose their political and 
economic heremony on the ualkan peoples and on the peoples of the: 
‘peoples democracies in ceneral. 
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.By the Cominformresolution the intentions and actions 
of the Soviet Union were turned-into an-open and hostile: campaign 
against Yugoslavia. . Since it was the expression of a compre-- 
hensive system of revisionism and aggression,.the Cominform’.._.. 
resolution ., although directly rimed at the CPY, actually affected 
a number of other co-parties and peoples; it had a profoundly 
international character. --And so.it ‘is not surprising if the 
entire Cominform policy since the resolution has had sucha fatal ~ 
effect on Bulgaria . That which it did not manage to sain;from — 
Y,goslavia and the “CFY, it’ later gained from: Bulgaria and the”. 
CEB. Under the discuise of consolitating it and strengthening its 
organisation , by making usc of its weaknesses and unstable - 
leadershir ,the resolution put the CrB cimrletely unijer its 
command, Smashed its kernel of fighting Communists who were 
bound to the reople,and abolished its indéenendence. _ People 
ready to obey orders’ from Moscow were placed as its leaders 
and thus the CFB’ as a wearon for the struggle against Yugoslavia. 
Naturally the leaders of the Bolshevik party achieved all this 
just after the death of Georgi Dimitrov... This revisionist 
policy was contrary to his work and aspirations. And not only 
that; it was.directly aimed against those things for which 
Dimitrov hat. striver throughout his life. | For this reason he. 
was summunied’ to ioscow after the resolution, and on. his return, _: 
for the first. time,he spoke avainst the CITY at the Fifth congress 
of the CPB . Inmediately after th-t it was announced: that he 
was gravely ill. He was again sent to Moscow form whence he 
did not return dlive again, _ 


The fact that Georgi Dimitrov, for six whole months after 
the resolution did not utter one word for its benefit, the opinion 
he gave on the railway station in Belgrade to comrade Djilas, 
after the resolution - "Stand firm - then his sudden death in 
Moscow, and, on the other hand his clear attitude so often 
repeated towards Yugoslavia and a Yuszoslav - Bulgarian federation 
- all this goes to show that Georgi Dimitrov did not and could 
not agree with the resolution and the rolicy which followed it. 


Georgi Dimitrov did not succees in openly denouncing the 
resolution and all the revisionist and hegemonistic policy of 
the lead=rs of the Bolshevik party. YTerhars the main reason for 
this was that he did not see the nossibility of relying and 
counting upon the surport of the other members of the leadership 
of the CPB, who, divided by factions, disputed amongst themselves 
some of them enterins into inteisues against him in Moscow. 
Therefor the CPB, in spite of its traditions,but without the 
necessary idealosical and organisational unity, was unable in 
that critical moment to take the right course of defence and 
struggle by which the postion of the Bulgarian. people, their 
economic and political independence would have been solved for 
one more entire historical period, 


After the desth of Dimitrov, the Soviet organs continued 
uthindered tp divide Bulgaria. They organised the trinl of the 
vice-premie: of the Bulgarian rovernment ,Traicho Kostov where he 
was condemned to dexth end after which there were several other 
"trials" organised for the purrose of compromising Bulgarian 
sympathy towards Yugoslavia and to liquidate those who did not 
agree with the political dict:tes of Moscow. Very soon after 
this Vasil Kolarov, Dimitrov's closest colaborator, died. And 
so for a short time the CPB was without a leader. Then the wave 
of depression ( expulsions, arrests and trials)increased to 
great dimensions. From the leadership alone the following decrease 
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has happened: From the. Politbureau.- four members ,from‘the CC: 
(.members and candidates ).- seventeen, from the ministers of 
Dimitrov's government - ten men and four of the. highest army 
leaders, at ere pa a

an end and then all the Cominform -misdeeds, known and unknown, 
will be brought to lighs and -so will the tragic end of Georgi 
Dimitrov. The name of Georgi. Dimitrov still shines in the - 
history of the Bulgarian and internativnal r volutionary move- 
ments, while the names of the Bulgarian Cominformists will _ 
bear witness of a great crime perpetrated azainst the interests
